om of the cerap, to get together tha newsletter for that week, to iaitiate other Slane 
Aineugsione. At Firet these were gosd, and we all saw the need for chan, espeeials 

sclitiaal” people. hay went allright fer « euuple of weeks, bur soon the mnatings = 
sé big ead disorganized that it became more and more diffieuwlt te have tham. At this 

we didn't regognize what was happening, and we didn't set to mowe the discussiens--in & 
solace, and formate--to aceorodate this growhh im the co-op. Ac a result, they gut 
nod dissolved, Im this way we stopped political discussion im the co-op sad the nucrd 
. gee discontinued and the newsletter got smaller aad leas interesting. Since then, the mw 
izagged even more, with Little eo beferehand, and lictle exciting afterward to puek 
to finieh early.

We were se bis and at SOE gEH ES 
eoulda © comaniaate or ge get anvehiag done or distribute foed at all wall. 80 with if 
dissugsion or thoughe or pleneing we broke inte calls and sort of decided ts go fin 
eenter, The calis were get up poorly, and a couple started to bras&dows soon. Hex 
the Costa Mesa mother=eall when we got the canter, as it wae too euall and disorgent 
operated. Im general, the decisions were made as a last resort to end the cunfuston 
eisks oseurred whenever.wa atarted discussing the problems involwei. The deciel ox 
ter wag another azample of this, and it took ancther 2 months to get the meubers. fa i 
a dellar a month inte the center's reat. Thfegs like thet should have beon worked at & 
we signed for the center. 2

Thare ave etill problems in the co-op.. like. that the basics of food distribution are 
still nor down pat, and a few pacple have had te consistently work hard to keep the thing fram 


flying apart; aad that somes ceile were finding it harder and harder to get people to do chores in. 


time: that other cells were gettiag bigger and bigger, pat the point where new cells should have 
bean formad; that few co-op members have related to each other or the co-op as more than just 
food-= pacple etill hardly know each other, no classes or other projects have gotten going; that 
soma co-op work (Wed. clean-up at the center, hassling extra feed, ete.) have wrongly fallen 

on the community center staff; that there is still a good deal of confusion in people joining 
and dolag chores, and often these people have no one to go to to f get theix questions anewered; 
and laatly, that all of these probleme have remained the concern and worry (largely) of a 
relatively. emall group of people im the co-op. Thia is not the way to be doimg things. & — 
small group of volunteers should not do most of the shitwork and make deciséons for the ca-op. 
his cag become very alienating to co-op membere and perspective joiners. 


Ze would be much toodd easy for the co-op now to stop developing, depend on 2 few peaple, 
lose its spirit and direction, and turm lote of us into eynies. It gould happem really eseily: 
and one thing we don't need ig more cynics! We can win all we dewand if we keep growing and 
developing and consolidating ourselves as situations themselves change. 


So what we need now ig some kind of organization in the eo~op. We need a way for people 
im theie cells to get together, talk to each other, know each other, and get more shit going. 
We aeed for people to carry more of their Load, to become wore into the co-op, Wa meed 
for some grouping of representatives from the cells to keep the thing as a whole runing smothiy 
aso~ealling mags meetings when necessary, leading ori tati fox new members, co-ordinating 
eell eplite and forming sew cells, knowing what's happenis go-ep in cage anyone wants 
to know, dolag other things (calling pientes, showing £121 ting other co-ops), make 
gure ail the jobs are done and the thing is runaing smoth) 


ERE PROPOSAL : A week from tomorrow (July 15) we have ancther mass meating. Between now 
sad then each @ell has a eit~-down-and-tealk-ie-over meating.. At these meetings people talk 

over how to get more people favolved, other things to do, (pienice, ete) and this proepoeal 

or something like dts . . 

Each call chooses (elects of volunteers) 2 or 3 people to be on a co-ordinating com- 
mittee for the co-op. This committee could co-ordinate day to day atuff, extra fool, chores, ets. 
ie could eall meetings, potlucke, etc; i¢ eould help cells start and split: who knows what 
sise. The ¢/ members would heve « term-~say, between a wonth amd 2-3 months <--and at the 
end of it somaone else from the cell would replace the persoa. Onee it gete going the tems 
ean be staggered to insure continuity. Also, these pepple report back to the celia what 
has been going on, what the preblems have been, and the eellg can discuss how to solve then,

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“WHAT'S THIS WOMEN'S LIBERATION, ANYWAY?" 


The July edition of the Orange County Women's Coalition Newsletter [s an atrocity, 
It clearly shows what Women's Liberation is . . . a combination of "militant" rhetoric, 
macrame classes, and charity projects that benefit the ruling class .. . all thed 
together with the alternative fife style fantasy. The picture of the oppressed woman 
on the front cover does not represent the type of oppression that most of us feel, 
Likewise we reject the phony revolutionary posturing. Why ail the guns? Why should 
we arm? Who are we supposed to shoot? We are far from the polnt where guns can be of 
any use to us. The revolution is not “just a kiss away". Itt fs going to take a lot of 
work, work that must be begun now. We are not the Vietnamese and pretending any 
differently obscures our own problems, stops the work we need..to do héré, and: - 
denies the authenticity of their struggles. 


The section "Women & Class Struggle" Is alienating, academic and divorced from” 
personal experience. Our Red Wrench professors clearly show us that thelr thinking Is 
stamped with the consciousness of their class as they contemptuously lecture us and 
flaunt their revolutionary credentiats.. The-salections are taken at random and deflect 
our attention from the real issue at hand: the fact that we have not been allowed to 
develop a political strategy or theory. They make us think that by reading and musing 
about these Ideas we are doing political work, whereas in fact we should be concen rretitig 
on the insidious counterrevolutionary power tactics used against us. 


The Red Wrenches seem to be flirting with a new life style... Lesblanism. It's 
another try at making It within the system, making it off the unhappiness of women 
trapped In a male supremacist society and making those of us who like to sleep with men 
seem counterrevoltutionary. Notably the two selections didn't support thelr grandiose 
claims for their personal solution. So the Wrenches added their editorial! comment 
"Revolution Is Just a kiss away", a statement which the Lesbian author denied. She sald 
that there was something phony about turning Lesbian for "political reasons". Like 
the Vietnamese guns, the Lesbian facade of the newsletter serves to disguise the real 
opportunistic nature of those who put It out. 


So the newstetter is really phony. [ts call for militancy is photy. Its 
section on Lesblanigm is phony. It is thls sort of thing that makas the coalition 
phony. So don't expect us to appear before you to ‘explain ourselvas", There is 
nothing mysticat . making a revolution. {+ requires hard work, and right now the 
Coalition is stopping 4.

talism, exploitation, ett. We thought it was a good idea to get 

to the speaking place early to check out the group. Generally we 
thought it best to stress the positive aspects of women’s libera= 
tion, such as sisterhood, hoy our relationships with other women 
have changed in not sesing euch other as competitors, Another part 
of this could be the self~corfidence and strength we now feel, and 
the personal changes we’ve been through in relation to WoL. 

In talking at high schools we thought it was always best to have 
the boys and girls in separate groups, and to sit in a cirele, if 
rossible.. A suggestion was made to heve the girls write their ; 
answers to these questions, and then to read them aloud: What’ does 
femminine mean, what is the ideal wife, what do women do better. 
than men? it’s always advisable to have statistics on women im the 
economy, divorce, ete. (some obtainable at comen’s center), Talk« 
ing about dating and sex is good, how the boy usually decides where 
to go and drives, and the girl is alvays the one who must detere 
mine how far she goes in sexe. Personal @xperiences are good if 
you're up to it.

ectly dealing with the problems--and it's time we did the latter,.

Generally it was thought best to have a variety of types of 
women speaking (single, married, mother} to show that there as a 
variety of women in the movement and various possible lifestyles.

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In ordor to maintain this power position and to remain pure 
and truely revolutionary, they attempt to destroy any radical or 
non-radical group that threatens their control. Again, the tactic 
of mass leafletting is used, this time with muckraking discriptions 
of the left to factionalize and cripple the movement and to under- 
mine its credibility. They are fond of singling out particular 
individuals and using them to polarize 2 group. A technique 
frequently employed is "prison guarding". A "prison guard" is 
someon who because of his/her inheront "liberalism" attempts to 
keep others (‘tho Women's Page, serious politicos) from doing their 
work, usually by "insidious" tactics, like acting "weak" or "stupid". 
lynn O'Connor in issus #5 of the Women’s Page nowpaper suggests that 
a good tactic is to roll into a meeting, wait until you notice 
someon "prison guarding", yell “prison guard", then split (any 
similarity with the Worker's League or P.L. is purely coincidental). 
Then hopefully the group will factionalize, and those people who 
dislike the "prison guard" will join the Women's Page. Actually, 
they have expanded their jargon term "prison guard" to include anyone 
who doesn't agree with them. Either you aro with them or you are 
against them--an enemy is 2 "prisor guard". 

The Women's Page feels that the Revolution will occur sponta- 
neously when the masses blindly throw off the chains of their 
oppression and revolt, as in tho case of Russia in 1917. The 
peasants rose uv and the Bolsheviks (i.e. the women's Page) being 
the only organized Zroup were able to take over the revolution 
and direct it. Basic Marxist doctrine had to be altered in Russia 
because Marx said that the Revolution would occur in post-industrial 
society. Only in a post-industrial society could the state wither 
away and the people begin to control and direct their cwn lives, 
rather than delegate it to the direction of others. In the agrarian 
6ifvation of Russia it was necessary to develop the notion of the 
"revolutionary cadre", who ruled for the people because the people 
did not have the education and were not free enough from daily toil 
to rule themselves. The Women's Page in following this model is 
reactionary because they attempt to restrict the revoiution to an 
agrarian model in a post-industrial society. They refusa to recog=- 
nize our potential to control our own lives. Thoy "prison guard" us. 

Women wno get into the Wemen's Page aro not exvected to 
struggle and thereby raise thoix own consciousness, rather they are 
to write their own stoxies ané distribute leaflets like cogs in the 
Women's Page machirs. Significantly, the notion of internal education 
is missing from the Women's Page strategy. The cadre maintains 
its position because the leaders are for tho most part very verbal, 

S women, and they organize working 

: Although the Women's Page rejects 
the "small group" structure, ey obviously Jearned their lesson 
while there. They came to understand the vast frustration and anger 
that comes from being a woran in this society. They developed a 
strategy to use that frustration to make a revolution, but somehow 
it is always "their" revolution, rath than "our" revolution. 


Russian Revolution failed largely because they failed to make a social 
revolution. The patriarchal, authoritarian structure was not broken 
down, and therefore, the people could not maintain a socialistic 
state. They needed a leader, a father figure-~a dictatorship. Thkh 
Women's Page feels that women should not struggle around sexism, 

that struggle will coms after the econcmic/politicel revolution, 

the feminist revolution is really sscondary. But how can paople 
relate equally on an economic/politica]. plano if they have not (con't) 
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altered their basic life patterns, their basic personality structure? 
The sexual tevolution goes hand in hand with the political-economic 
revolution, to divide them is to fall into the same pit with the 
male radicals. 

Male radicals have lacked strength in the past because they 
have lacked an analysis of their own oppression. The reason the 
Women's Movement has had such impact is because it is centered 
around women's own oppression. The small group has been an excellent 
tool for raising women's consciousness about their own oppression. 

Now we need to see how to apply this consciousness to political context. 
The Women's Page think they have an answer, They advocate postponing 
our revolution, a social revolution, until after we make a political- 
economic revolution. We feel that the two must progress together. 

They feel that they can organize working class women without raising 
their consciousness. We feel that this is nonsocialist. Without a 
concrete program of internal education whereby all women would determine 
the goals of the Revolution, we would simply be using these women 

to increase our own power. 

Basically, we are to give up attempting to develop our own 
analysis to adopt an outmoded male analysis. Just because the leaders 
are female doesn't change the male structure of their program. The 
Women's Page is a sell-out in the face of the difficulties inherent 
in making a feminist revolution,

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VOMEN MARCH IN SOLIDARITY 


We went to San Francisco over the Labor Day weekend to protest the 
biological and chemical warfare being waged against the Asian people. 

The Amerikay government is researching diseases that will affect only 
Asians. 

We thought that this coming together of women from all over the 
tlest Coast meant women's issues would be in the forefront along with the 
anti-war protest march. We were disappointed when that we found instead 
was a mention of women'.as merely a support group fighting for the "really* 
oppressed. 

In spite of the differences in political perspectives, we felt a 
tremendous sense of sisterhood. At the party the night before the 
march, women danced, touched, and loved. It was far out to ke in a room 
filled with women--to hear female voices--high, joyous, and energetic. 

A women's band played for the dancing. There were really high moments when 
we circled and snake danced and clapred the rhythm together. 

At high noon. on. Saturday over 1, 00€ women gathered at the Embarca= 
dero Plaza to march on the Presidio (Pentagon West). There were color- 
ful flags and banners and painted faces--guerilla band, flutes, chants, and 
and songs. The march was bold, powerful, and together~-what a fantastic 
sense of solidarity we had marching with a whole women's army: 

All of this gave the march an atmosphere of a parade. 

The march ended at the Presidio with a rally. *gain the speeches reflect 
flected the strictly anti-imperialist (rather than. feminist) politics of 
the organizers except when a Vietnamese sister spoke, relating the 
oppression of the women in her country. Her smiles and warmth toward us 
conveyed a synse of solidarity between our Asian sisters and us. 

At the end of the rally the tactical cuad physically prevented us 

i from leaving together. After they had their kicks, (stealing banners, 
shoving women,. billyclubbing women in the breasts, and preventing us 
. from crossing: the street) we were finslly allowed to leave in small groups.

Beginning goals & ideas 


We originally got the idea for a Women's Center in Oranece County around 
last Tov. for several reasons: one important one vas to centralize our re- 
sources; files, rmailinc list, information, literature. We also wanted to 
facilitate communication among the groups, coordinate info & action among 
the groups and projects, tie ther all together, ané provide a place for 
meetings. We wanted to reach out te new women thru our introductions, 
classes, literature, & services. We wanted to provide an off-campus focus 
for women's liberation. We wanteé to get ourselves together in terms of 
organizing a functioning office, Iearning whats involved in. vorling together 
on a women's center. 

We thought that a vomen'scenter was what the women! 8 roverent in the 
area needed at the time to be more effective & to crow (as opposed to, for 
one thing, an all S. Cal. Radical Feminist Organization, proposed at the 
time, which ve opposed as. keing too larae an area, top down, & a misdirectio: 
of energy in that it, didn't build a local movement). 

These vere all qeneral goals that different irdividuals articulated in 


the planning meetings. We did not decide collectively which of these were 
Prost important te accorplish, or “get a general concensus on what the center 
vas for. 


At this time there were atout a dozen small groups, many of whom eee 
to support the center in time &/roney. We decidec to locate in Costa res 
cince it vould previde easiest access for most vomen in the small groupes” 
We decided to Le political, not strictly a non-partisan service center as 
is the L.?. Women's Center. The reasons we di€ not want to ke strictly a 
service center were that ve theught ve could better educate atout vomen's 
lireration if we develoned & whoved our own politica, that we Gid not rant 
to Le used by non-progressive women, & that we vanted our (women's) meri cy 
to te clear (& not the male left's). What keing political meant to us va 
that we vould combine polities with the servicer & projects, to politicize 
ther, in other words connect up women's oppression with the reasons for it 
& poxxikle solutions. For instance, in abortion counseling we vould write 
a phamrhlet to give out which explains the political use of governrent 
control of vromen's Etedies. We would take stands on certain issues, & have 
principles which ve stood for. We would get accross the idea that, there 
are no individual solutions. We wanted to create a vomen's politics, not 
to atterpt to organize women in an alienatina wav, kit te make our under- 
standing of the reasons for our oppression a part of evervthine we did. 

We E€idnt talk nearly enough about what keing political reant. 

The newsletter was initiated out of this women's center cormittee in 
“it's early stages. We asked the small ¢grouns to sen¢ representatives to 
the beginning meetings & many did.

didn't verbalize, or not enough so. We had no Fasic ifea for gettind 
a center other then centralization. Thinas vere wery terneus, & ve 
didn't want to rock the Loat; we usually did what was easiest. 

There was no acknovledged leadership, no one wanted to come accross 
as a leader, yet there was leadership. It was consciously of a low key 
type, which did-not encourage others, & could not ke held accountakle 
for anvthing. (this was the general phase in the vomen's rdoverent at 
the time on’ our way to working out nev forms of leadership). 

We misjudged the support & strenath of the srall groups, which mostly 
fell apart by the time we opened the center. : 


Moving inte the Community Center 


It was around March or April, ve'd keen meetino since Tec. wilaiout 
finding a place or raising much roney. We'd had a film festival to 
raise money (it did-$50), which taught us many lessons: rainly. we sar 
a lack of discipline, poor organization, poor distribution of wort, 
knowledge & decision maling. We reorganized. We decided-to go in with 
the food co-op, Sherwood: Forest, in a community center ina cuonset Lut 
in Costa !'ésa. This vas a great change from our oriqinal desire for 
a place of our own, but summer vas fast approaching & we wanted to be 
open Ly then, people were losing enthusiasm, we hadn't found a rlace 
& Gidn't have a lot of money. We felt pressured & imrpatient.- The 
rent would ke small ($20), we saw it as teing for a short tire only & 
that we'd continue looking for another place (we cidn't). -?gain, ve 
did what was easiest. 


What Got Done & Fow 


We had an opening nite party showing of the "Women's Pile" to which 
many vomen came. We printed up a cuestionaire for the surrounding 
community, which no one took around. We never discussed why or why 
not te do that, or struggled with those who didn't want: to. Me dién'+ 
define our committments, in terms of time & priorities. fince thinds 
were so tenuous, & people did not commit therselves, ve couldn't 
decice on collective priorities for what should be done at the center 
People did what they indivieually thought, of/vanted. to do. “Sxtawies, 

ortion referral, later counseling, a short-lived mechanics class, 
literature, files, two movies, some publicity, s studv groug, Larate 
class, self-help clinics, introductions, Speaker's Pureau, wondn's 
film mal:ing, and publications committees used the Center. We did 
accomplish some of our goals: centralization, a place for meetines, 
some new projects, got ourselves together more thru vor}ina with each 
other. We failed at outreach, publicity. We had not programs (classc© 
rovies) going due to fear, & leaving it to indivicual decisions. 


Relation to Ccealition 


We failed to explain adecuately what the women’ center was at the 
Coalition meetings We had decided to te indepentert cf the Coalitioa. 
kut to bring things Lack to it, to Le responsive to it. We rade ur 
a set of principles for the @omen's center & Ciscussed it at a coalitic 
meeting, which proved ifpossible im such a large arour. We should havi 
brokin into small workshops. Women in the coalition vere alienated Iv 
the phvsical place: it vas cold, dirty (cause of the food co-on), hard 
to find, full of men, communist jiterature, youth culturally oriented,
